He Is an Ohio man 
by birth, and his schooling was-re- 
ceived In tho public schools of his 
state. Ho was still a very young man 
when he .met John P. Altgeld, the 
greatly criticised governor of Illinois, 
and tho two men found much'In-com- 
mon in their ideas of life and society. 


His attention was turned early to tho 


labor union Question, and he attracted 
International notice when ho defended 
Moyer. Haywood and Pottle-one' In the 
dynamiting case. Ho served as coun- 
sel In the famous Debs strike case and 
In other Important matters. 
He has 


been member of the Illinois legisla- 
ture for ono term and has been urged 
to stand for mayor of Chicago on' a 
radical patform, but he has refused, as 
he has no liking for public office.

dren. Tho woman who looks properly 
after her homo and children keeps her 
husband's love.
